Child Labor to be Discussed Next 
Monday. 

A ma>s meeting under the aus- 
pices of the Republican Women of 
Xarberth will be held at :? P. M 
Monday in Kim Hall. The pur- 
p»ise will be a discussion of Child 
Labor. 

Every woman who is interested 
in the welfare of children, public 
schools and Americanization is 
urged to hear Mrs. Frank Miles 
Day, one of the vice presidents of 
the Pyblic Kducation and Child 
Labor Association of Pennsyl- 
vania. Mrs. Hay is a member of 
the State Federation of Women's 
Clubs, the Monday Morning Con- 
ference and the Xcw Centurv 
Club. 

One of the most important 
questions to be voted upon this 
winter by the Pennsylvania Legis- 
lature is that of the ratification 
of the Federal Child Labor 
amendment adopted in the Sixty- 
eighth Congress by a vote of 297 
to 09 in the House and 61 to 23 
in the Senate. 

President Coolidge has publicly 
declared himself in favor of the 
amendment. Senator Pepper vot- 
ed for it. Three States, including 
Pennsylvania, permit children of 
14 to work nine hours a day in 
factories. The following national 
organizations are urging the adop- 
tion of the amendment: General 
Federation of Women's Clubs, 
National Council of Catholic 
Women, National League of 
Women Voters, Young Women's 
Christian Association* National 
Council of Jewish Women and 
many others.

Then there are some- 
Negro spirituals, some of which 
are old familiar friends — "Deep 
River" and "Nobody Knows de 
Trouble I've Seen" — as well as a 
delightful little love-song el titled 
"Vira." Coupled with these are 
the stirring and difficult ''Bedouin 
Love Song," by John Hyatt 
Brewer, and the lively "Nights o* 
Spring" by Frances McCollin, to- 
gether with "The Spell of the 
Forest," by Rimsky-Korsalcoff : 
"T?he Naiades," by Brahmes, and 
two strange* but exceedingly 
beautiful melodies by Delius. All 
of these are supplemented by mis- 
cellaneous works of other master 
composrs.

Library's Usefulness Greatly 
moted by Assistance From 
All Sides. 
Friendly interest and support from 
everyone has been an exceedingly 
important factor in developing the 
Narberth Community Library to its 
present point of wide usefulness. 
When it is recalled that the library 
started less than four years ago 
with 30 books and no funds in sight 
or assured, and that it has been en- 
tirely self-supporting ever since, it 
can be seen that only by means of 
the generous support of practically 
the entire community could its pres- 
ent development have been achieved. 
Last Monday members of the 
staff wished to procure some small 
strips of wood with which to divide 
some of the book shelves, and one 
of them started out to buy them. 
She went to the Alerion Construc- 
tion Company, which is now work- 
ing on a construction job in town. 
She found there exactly what she 
wanted, indicated the quantity and 
asked the price. When she men- 
tioned that it was for the library she 
was told that there would be no 
charge. 

Another indication of friendly 
co-operation of an entirely different 
character occurred on the same day 
when Mr. S. E. Downs, superin- 
tendent of the Lower Menon 
schools, came to the library to meet 
the librarian and to deliver to her a 
list of books which are required for 
reading in the Lower Merion High 
School. Mr. Downs had had this 
list checked over by all of his teach- 
ers so as to enable the library to co- 
operate with the Narberth young 
people who attend the Lower Mer- 
ion schools. He expressed his sat- 
isfaction with the work which the 
library has been doing for his school 
children in the past and said that 
he had taken steps to see that the 
Narberth Library should be regu- 
larly informed in the future of all 
new lists of books and of reference 
subjects. 

The attendance and volume ot 
distribution in the juvenile depart- 
ment, where all books have always 
been 'circulated free of charge, has 
reached such proportions as to make 
it necessary to move that depart- 
ment out of the alcove which it had 
previously occupied. This change 
took effect last Monday. The ju- 
venile department now uses the 
front of the room and the periodical 
reading table has been moved into 
the alcove under the stairs.
